Further Check Is Placed on 
Power of League Council 


GENEVA, Dec, 7.—~The commission on economics of the League 
of Nations Assembly unanimously decided that no member of the 
League shall be permitted to blockade an offending member without 
the consent of the League of Nations, but that it may reject he 
decision of the Council if it believes it to be unjuet. 

This action came at the close of a three-hour debate at a house 
session of the commission, which developed two definite divisions 
of opinion among the states, One group led by Signor Schanzer of 
the Italian delegation took the view that it would be fatal if each 
power were permitted to commence a blockade whenever it congid- 
ered its course right and without a decision by the Council. 

The other group, the spokesman of which was Hjalmer Branting, 
of Sweden, who is chairman of the commission on disarmament, 
blockades and mandates, opposed the placing of the decision in the 
hand of the Council. “My country will never yield to the Council 
the right to decide when a blockade shall be instituted,” Branting 
asserted. 

Lord Robert Cecil, representing South Africa, suggested a com- 
promise permitting state to reject a decision by the Council of the 
states though the decision was not right. 

H. A. L, Fisher, of the British delegation emphasized the necessity 
of setting up at once some sort of temporary machinery which could 
and probably would be altered at the next session. 

The report of the commission now goes to the League Assembly.

OTTAWA, Dec, 7,—Canadian Press)

former prime minister, and the head 
of the Canadian delegation to the 
peace conference explains the chief 
objections of Canada’s delegates to 
Article X. of the Peace Treaty which 
were set forth in a memorandum pre- 
pared by Sir Robert in consultation

Sir Robert in his statement sum- 
marized the chief objections in point 
of principle ralsed by the memoran- 
dum which pointed out that Article 
X. “involves an undertaking by the 
high contracting parties to presdrve 
the territorial Integrity and existing 
political independence of all states, 
members of the league.”

Sir Robert's piatement follows: 

“Reference fgg recently been made 
to a poerared um prepared by me, ip 
consultation with my colleagues, and 
in which certain observations and 
criticsms ~were made with respect to 
the first draft of the Covenant of the 
League of Nations. In the first in- 
stance the coyenant was rather hasti- 
ly drafted and many of the obser- 
vations were designed for the purpose 
of removing defects in draughtsman- 
ship These defects were corrected 
in the subsequent draft «which was 
finally approved The memorandum 
was circulated on the 14th of March, 
1919, to the members of the British 
Empire delegation and afterwards it 
was circulated to the members of the 
committee which was charged with 
the duty of preparing the covenant. 

‘The chief objection in point of 
principle which was raised by the 
memorandum related to Article X. as 
to Which the following observations 
were made; 

“It ig submitted that this article 
should be struck out or materially 
amended. It involves an undertaking 
by the high contracting parties to 
preserve the territorial integrity and 
existing political independence of ail 
states, members of the league, The 
signatories to the covenant are called 
upon to declare, (a) that all existing 
territorial delimitations are just and 
expedient, (b) that they will continue 
indefinitely to be just and expedient, 
(c) that the signatories will be re- 
sponsible -therefore. 

“The undertaking seems to invo.ve 
initially a careful survey, considera- 
tion and determination of all territor!- 
al questions between the various states 
who become parties to the covenant. 
Even if such a survey were practio- 
able, it is impossible to forecast the 
future. There may be national as- 
pirations to which the provisions of 
the Peace Treaty will not do justice 
and which cannot be permanently 
repressed, Subsequently articles con- 
template the possibility of war be- 
tween two or more of the signatories 
under such conditions that the other 
signatories are not ca.led upon to 
participate actively therein,

It is unfortunate that govern- 
ors of the amateur athictic 
union could not restrain them- 
Selves from interfering with the 
investigation bping oonducted by, 
the B'g Four hockey league. 
Statements issued by various gov- 
ernors in Calgary yesterday have 
thrown a monkey wrench into 
bie works and as the result the 
nvestigation is practically nt a 
standstill, 


Almost one week ago the Big 
Four decided to clean up. The 
league officials and directors at 
that meeting solemnly promised 
the A.A.U. that they would thor- 
oughly investigate the status of 
Players in their circuit and take 
any necessary steps to make it 
conform absolutely with the 
amateur rules if possible. If it 
were not possible to do so und 
still carry on then another mect- 
ing would make any further de- 
cision required. 

The necessary preliminary 
steps for investigation were taken. 
The committees in Calgary, and 
Edmonton were appointed. After 
making a preliminary survey of 
the situation the method of mak- 
ing’ the enquiry was decided up- 
on and then’ gvuvernors of the 
amateur union “butted in” and 
stated that the method was un- 
satisfactory. 

At their mecting 1m Oalgary 
when Patrick presented his evi- 
dence the AA.U, simply told the 
Big Four to investigate. They 
laid down no _ rules to be fol- 
lowed in the investigation. That 
was left to the Big Four. The A. 
A.U. presented to the Big Four 
offidals with few dctails of the 
information obtained by them. 
fwd gave them no starting 

int for their enquiry. Officials 
of. the Big Four were carefully 
excluded from the meeting when 
Frank Patrick presented his case, 
They were given no chance to 
cross-examine Mr, Patrick or to 
refute his’ evidence, After hear- 
ing cne side of the story the gov- 
ernors jJaid down the law that the 
Big Four must clean up. A few 
questions by Big Four  officiuls 
mivht have thrown an entire dif- 
ferent light on Mr. Patrick's evi- 
dence, 

It appears that the manner in 
which President McCaw obtained 
what information he did the evi- 
dence was somewhat as follows: 
Gencral McDonald outlined the 
case presented by Frank Patrick 
from memory. One of the gov- 
ernors gave a bit more informa- 
tion and remarked timt he 
thought that that finished it. 
Then a third rovernor gave some 
farther information. If memor- 
jes were perfect how much fur- 
ther information. might have 
been given to the Mr. McCaw. 
What information he did ~~+ was 
sketchy. 

If the A.A.U. had taken writ- 
ten coples of Mr. Patrick's letters 
and ,leegrams and handed them 
to the Big Four, the investiga- 
tion committce could then have 
used them for the basis of their 
inquiry. Without them it is to 
be supposed the committce is go- 
ing to-ask every player all about 
hhis personal correspondence with 
everyone from Frank Patrick to 
his wife’s mother-in-law. 


Belleving that the vernors, 
being men of ability and common 
seng, must have grounds for 


their order to investigate, the 
Big Four proceeds to investicate 
but before they gut started cer- 
tain governors of the A.A.U, said 
their method will be unsatisfac- 
tory.

Could you give me through the in- 
formation ,bureau of your vaiuable 
paper, recipes for tanning beef and 
horse hides co make robes; also tan- 
ning them to make rawhide for hal- 
ters, etc. 

A cheap and simple method of 
tanning skins for home uée is to ap- 
ply to the flesh side when fresh and 
wet a mixture of two parts saltpetre 
and one of alum. These should be 
finely pulverized and sprinkled over 
jevery part of the skin. Double in 
flesh to fiesh. Roll up and allow to 
lie for a day or two. Then with a 
dull knife remove the meat and fat 
{if any has been left. After the skin 
‘is about half dry commence rubbing 
and continue working until dry. The 
skin wiil be white and plaible and the 
jhair firmly set. 

l¢ the skin is tanned, it is no lon- 
ger rawhide. To make rawhide 
halters, cut the skin, into strips ‘the 
jhair being @haved close with a sharp 
jknife. It may be made soft by rub- 
!bing on the edge of a board. A raw- 
hide halter strap an inch wide, it is 
chaimed, is stronger and will last
